Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 8 are allowed. Claim 9 has been canceled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is directed towards a printer with a printer controller and a mechanical controller. 
Specifically, the commands transmitted to the mechanical controller from the printer controller 
and how they are used. Claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features of the commands being 
from the printer controller to the mechanical engine controller in combination with the 
commands having a plurality of superior/subordinate layers in combination with specifically 
holding the first command last received until reception of another first command. The closest 
prior art Kageyama et al. (US 5774638) teaches the general concepts of constraining and non 
constraining commands and having a first command set parameters for subsequent commands. 
Kageyama et al. thus, either singularly or in combination with other cited references, fails to 
anticipated or render the above limitations obvious when used with other claimed limitations.
